Gov. Brown Woos 
A/A Support 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Governor 
JerryBrown last Wednesday Spoke 
at a $50 per plate fundraiser din- 
ner in Chinatown attended by 
around 70 Asian American attor- 
neys，acupuncturists，educators， 
business people and community 
leaders. 

In his introduction of Brown， 
Judge Harry Low .piaised Brown 
for his“humane budgeting”and 
his generosity in appointing minor- 
ities and women to state positions. 

Brown started his brief talk by 
mentioning Some of his recent 
Asian American appointments to 
state commiissions: Benny Yee to 
the Governor's Task Force on 和 A 匡 
fordable Housing; Dale Minami to 
the Faif Employment and Housing 
Commission;， and David Der to 
the Hospital Advisory Board. 

PAID 

All of these appointments，and 
the bulk of Brown's Asian Ameri- 
can appointments have been to 
volunteer，non-paid Positions. 
When later asked about'his plans 
to appoint more Asian Americans 
to paid positions, Brown told 天 ast/ 
JWest that he had done“a lot to 
appoint Asian Americans to paid 
Positions， mentioning Floyd 
Meori's recent appointment to the 
state Office of International 


Trade. He also said that he antici-， 


pated making more such appoint- 
ments. 

Brown stressed the “strategic 
role”that Asian Americans have 
in guaranteeing the continued free 


trade and exchange of ideas be- 
tween Asia and the US. He de- 
scribed their role as“educating 
and lobbying”against the possible 
future tendency to cut offt much 
foreign trade which threatens do- 
mestic industries. 
Brown also raised the topic of 
bilingual education,， saying that he 
Was a "stiong Supporter” of bilin- 
gualeducation, even as he believes 
that…“…all should and must learn the 
basic language of this country.” 
He added that he. thought more 
Americans should start leatning 
Chinese, and thatif he had the au- 
thority，he would like to see Pro- 
ficiency in Several languages re- 


duired for graduation 人 fom high

Brown later told East/West that he 
had“mixed feelings” about those 
federally mandated ballots.

The applicant，among other Te- 
quirements，had to _ meet the fol- 
lowing stipulations in order to be 
considered by the search commit- 
tee: a_ continuing educational ex- 
perience and a Ph.D. degree. 
Soberano not only met the re- 
quirements but had published in 
continuing education, had worked 
with minorities and had involved 
himself in community activities. 

People from across the country 
applied for the job. The search 
committee selected seven. Ihen 
the_ number was narrowed from 
Seven to three. 

RECOMMENDED 

When the top finalist dropped 
out of the race, the search commit- 
tee recommended the second 
choice，Soberano，as well as the 
number _ three candidate，to be 
considered. 

Instead，the President of CSU- 
LB，Dr. Horn，ignored their rec- 
ommendation and picked a person 
who could never have been consid- 
ered by the search committee since 
this person didn't even meet the 
minimum requirements as pub- 
lished in the job announcement. 
“The search committee protest- 
ed，but the president refused to 
change his mind. The top two 
finalists were fellows at Harvard s 
Institute of Liftelong Education 
last summer and their interchange 
of experiences raised in their 
minds the thought that something 
was wIOng at CSULB. 

Last fall Soberano read a 
conference paper, “Civil Rights 
Issue of Asian and Pacific Amer- 
ica: Myth and Reality,， and no- 
ticedDr. Stephen Horn's name re- 
peatedly mentioned as the vice 
chairperson ofthe US Commission 
on Civil Rights. He began to ask 
himself if the Civil Rights Com- 
mission Were asking a wolf to 
guard the chickens， Is there a 
trojan horse in the US Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights? Is CSULB 
an equal employment opportunity 
employer2? 

So on November 18 of last year， 
Soberano went to the New Or- 
leans Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity Commission and fled a dis- 
crimination suit against California 
State University， Long Beach, for 
discrimination on the basis of nd- 
tional origin.

OAKLAND 一 As a resident of 
Oakland for 45 years,， this writer 
has always been interested in its 
origin，history and progress, 下 ve 
Armentrout Ma, a wiiter with the 
Oakland Chinese History Project， 
has discovered in her research 
many interesting historical facts 
一 several of which are note- 
worthy to single out， 

Beginning in the middle of 
1919， Oakland Chinatown 
enjoyed the Post-war period of 
PrOsperity typical of post-wWar eras 
in the 20th century.

Two large meat markets were 

located _ between 9th and 10th 


Street，Him Sang and the Ninth 


Street， Market，Patrons from -as 
far away as Hayward and- San 
Leandro patronized them， They 
were also wholesalers and 
Supplied a few other Chinese meat 
markets，UntiL the 1960s，they 
provided supplies for retailers 
throughout the Bay Area. 

At the corner of 7th and Web- 
ster Street，one of the most popu- 
lar restaurants was the New 
Home. It catered to many Chinese 
including the peddlers who ate an 
early breakfast and continued on 
to the commission houses nearby. 
Breakfast was only a dime and a 
complete lunch cost 15 cents，A 
block away on-8th and Frank- 
lin Streets .were 3 Greek “ham- 
burger joints”called respectively 
Pete，Gus and Joe, 开 amburgers 
were a dime and coffee was a 
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nickel with french fries thrown in。 
Alan Ward,， an Oakland Tripxre 
columnist，made' this_ comment 
one day upon eating lunch in one 
of the three restaurants; “How 
odd to see SO many Orientals 
eating hamburgers.… 
Western Produce was one of the 
first Chinese-owned produce 
commission houses in the produce 
market，at 3rd _ and Franklin 
Streets. They ”specialized in 
bananas and were considered the 
kingpin of this _ growing .market 
item. “Joe ”Chew opened the 
business and when he passed away 
his .son，who_ was often called 
Chew Chow，carried on. Chew 


Chow died in the early 70's， 


STREETS 

The streets throughout Oak- 
]and Chinatown were lit by gas 
lamps and ignited by an=empbloy- 
ee carrying a long taper. Impor- 
tant streets SUuch as Webster and 
Eranklin were paved with bricks， 
while others were simply packed 
with earth covered by boards， 
Horses and buggies were _ quite 
common. Streets were lined with 
hitching posts and livery stables. 
The hitching posts were unique， 
because they weie of various 
shapes and designs，The water 
troughs for horses ” were not 
abundant'and were usually found 
in the livery stables. 

Gambling flourished in :China- 
town and this activity attracted 
many. Although the gambling es- 
tablishments tried to 1limit 
gambling to _their 'own people， 
outsiders managed to infiltrate the 
games. A Police captain made this 
interesting comment: ”II _ have 
been in the police force for nine 
years and have yet to see a China- 
man panhandler， The Chinese

she apbplied to enroll，the school 
selfishly accepted her tuition in 
anticipation that she would mnot 
pass the course.“After all, said 
ofie official of the school， “how 
can a Chinese woman learn to cut 
men's hair? Fong :not only 
passed, but was one of the school's 
better students， She _ exemplified 
the early pioneers who had to 
struggle for acceptance. Her hus- 
band， who opened the shop 
shortly after the 1906 earthquake， 
passed away in the Prime of his 
life and left her to support her two 
sons _and send them through 
dental school. The barber shop, in 
existence for over 65 years，has 
finally succumbed to progress and 
another business has replaced it， 
but the community will not forget 
the contribution of Fong Get Mo.

Shenefield， who signed the 
deciree on his last day ip office， 
said that he had rejected a reqtest 
from the Reagan transition team 
to let the agreement wait until the 
Reagan Administration could de- 
cide the matter， 再 owever，al- 
though signed by Shenefield，the 
decree will not become final until 
approved by US District Judge 
Joyce 再 . Greene，whbo must wait 
at least 60 days before ruling on 计 
in order to allow comments from 
jinterested parties， 

BIASES 

The agreement, in the form of a 
consent decree, would Teplace the 
current “Professional and Ad- 
ministrative “Career 
tion (PACE) by January 1，1984， 
with a new test designed to 
guarantee that a greater DPIopoT- 
tion of black and Hispanic can- 
didates ”would pass and be 
assigined jobs. 

Ithe new test _ still didqd not 

result -with higher percentages of 
blacks and Hispanics，the agency 
could make a new test; or it could 
try to “validate” the test by 
Proving it contained no hidden 
biases. 
， Mamny civil rights organiza- 
tions have charged that “the 
current PACE favors whites over 
blacks and Hispanics by de- 
manding knowledge that is _ not 
necessary to _ fill the 118 job 
Gategories for which it is used.

In this drawing of a Hangchow Bay Trader， Sokoloff included the 


dragon head and the Eight Trigrams which often decorate the bow. The 


boat shown was 84 feet long, 23 feet wide, and had 10 watertight bulk- 
heads. Among its unusual features are the fore and aft mast props, two 
deck beams to strengthen the hull, adjustable bitts to fit the height of 
deck cargo，semi-balanced rudder and “stick-in-the-mud” anchors 
piercing the bottom through watertight wells，Living quarters are 
located below the small deckhouse containing the galley. 

Sokolofft dedicated this drawing to the Chinese engineers who, nearly 
1200 years ago, built a sea wall 120 miles long and 26 feet high,，near 
Hangchow. Junks settle on the shelf at low tide， and as the crest of the 
Hangchow Bore passes, they take off and ride inland behind the crest.
